I  am  driven  to  hip  conclusion  that  the 
writer  of  the  article  in  question  is  either 
HI  informed  on  th?  subject,  or  much  bet¬ 
ter  informed  thai  1  am. 

It  is  nndonbted  ihat  bouses  to  be  rented 
for  thirty-five  diilars  |>er  month  or  less 
find  ready  takers,  and  that  the  supply  of 
such  houses  is  lew  than  the  demand. 

But  this  does  iot  prove  “that  if  cap¬ 
italists  will  in  vest  their  money  in  this  class 
of  houses,  a  profitable  rate  of  interest 
may  be  realized.'  It  simply  proves  that 
nine  rate  of  interest  would’be  realized. 

The  writer  doe*  not  show  that  tlie  own- 
en»  of  hooees  renled  for  thirty-five  dollars 
per  month  or  less  are  getting  a  good  re¬ 
turn,  oidy  that  they  are  getting  some  re¬ 
turn. 

Let  us  examine  the  details  :

hundred  and  forty  dollar*  per  annual 
must  be  charg  ed  as  rent  in  i>rder  to  aver¬ 
age  six  per  cei  Hum  net  on  the  money  in¬ 
vested.  This  house  as  a  Matter  of  fact 
would  rent  fo  •  about  three  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  per  anni  an,  which  would  net  the 
owner  about  1  our  per  centumlper  annum.

Pursuant  to  notice,  a'nieeifng  of  the 
Bloomfield  Fire  Protective  Association 
was  held  on  Monday  evening  iu  Wilde’fl 
Hall.  The  attendance  was  large,  and  the 
interest  felt  in  the  proceedings  was  man¬ 
ifest.  Mr.  J.  M  Bancroft,  as  president  of 
the  temporary-  organization,  took  the 
chair.  A  report  was  made  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive- Committee,  recommending  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  permanent  organization, 
which  was  adopted.  On  motion  the  chair 
appointed  Messrs.  Tower,  Porter,  Moore, 
Chambers,  and  Puffer  to  prepare  the  form 
of  such  an  organization,  and  to  rejiort 
within  half  an  hour,  during  which  the 
meeting  should  take  a  recess. 

The  committee  having  returned,  re
